PARENT GUIDE 


The skills in the Big Phonics Book are those most commonly taught from 
grades one through three. Phonics is a method used for simplifying 
reading. By understanding the sounds of letters and letter combinations, a 
child can more easily learn to read as well as spell. Here are some 
suggestions for working with your child at home: 


= Don’t do too many pages at one sitting. The size of the book could 
overwhelm the child. Remove a few pages at a time. (Pages are 
perforated for easy removal.) Praise each completed page. Page by 
page, day to day, is the best. 


= If your child is puzzled by one activity, move on to another. The activities 
are ordered, but there’s nothing magical about that order. 


= Do the activities at a particular time of day, perhaps before snack time. 
Do them when the child is not tired. Discuss the learning experience, be 
enthusiastic. “Let’s work in our school books today! Do you remember 
what you did yesterday?” 


= Enjoy it! Laugh a lot! Discuss the activity. Most activities can be done 
independently by the child since directions are clear and consistent. 
Never use an activity as punishment. Don’t expect too much. The 
activities are meant as practice. 


= There will be days when your child may not feel like working. This is 
typical, so accept it. And remember: the communication patterns you 
establish today will pay off as your child grows older.
